Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1. Claims 17-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 17-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite in that it fails to point out what is included or excluded by the claim language. 
This claim is an omnibus type claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-16,19-35 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

As to claims 1-2, 12, 19-20, 30, the cited prior art of record fails to disclose or 
make it obvious an apparatus or method for monitoring condition of batteries used to 
power a fleet of mobile radio units of a mobile radio communications system, wherein a 
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database is used for storing information regarding to the condition of batteries together 
with their battery identifier which are transmitted by mobile units over the air interface.
